The  collection 
focuses  on  refugee  materials  since  1975,  including  many  books, 
periodicals,  and  reports.     The  library  currently  subscribes  to  a 
number  of  newspapers,  magazines,  and  other  periodicals.  The 
collection  specializes  in  cultural  materials  of  Southeast  Asia. 

The  Library  and  Information  Services  Section  provides  a  number  of 
services  free  to  the  general  public  from  around  the  world. 
Services  include: 
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*  Information  and  referral  service  -  provides 
information  about  the  Bureau's  functions,  the  refugee 
communities  in  Iowa  and  the  global  refugee  situation 
over  the  phone  or  through  written  correspondence. 

*  Bilingual  staff  -  The  Bureau  has  bilingual  staff 
available  to  assist  limited  English  and  non-English 
speaking  Laotians,  Tai  Dam,  Hmong,  Vietnamese, 
Cambodians,  Russians,  and  Romanians. 

*  Reference  service  -  Provides  assistance  to 
researchers  by  helping  them  obtain  necessary 
materials  (the  library  will  photocopy  and  mail 
items . ) 

*  Resource  center  -  contains  information  relating  to 
areas  ranging  from  art  and  literature  to  medicine  and 
law.     Materials  are  also  collected  on  subjects  of 
interest  such  as  mental  health  and  Amerasians. 
Because  some  of  the  items  in  the  library's  collection 
are  no  longer  in  print,  those  items  cannot  be 
borrowed,  but  are  available  for  in-house  viewing. 

*  Publications  -  the  information  services  section 
prints  a  number  of  publications  each  year  such  as 
fact  sheets,  occasional  papers,  brochures  and 
bibliography  updates  for  distribution  to  clients  and 
the  public. 

*  Video  library  -  contains  a  number  of  videos  available 
on  a  free  loan  basis  on  subjects  such  as  education, 
law  enforcement,  culture,  and  health.     Several  are 
available  in  both  English  and  a  second  language. 

*  Outreach  Services  -  informs  the  media  of  concerns  and 
activities  of  the  Bureau  and  the  international 
refugee  program.  A  speaker's  bureau  is  also  available 
for  local  presentations.
